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1 The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-9, 12, 14-16, 18-24 and 27-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Pekar (5,638,565) in view of Evans (4,864,671 ) as set forth in 
the previous Office action. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed February 27, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant focuses on the disclosure of Evans at column 4, lines 
25-35 and then argues that Evans does not describe or suggest forming a base layer 
unitarily with a plurality of cells that extend outwardly from the base layer via an injection 
molding process, but teaches a conventional method instead. The examiner disagrees 
because it is the examiner's position that the Pekar reference provides the suggestion 
to one of ordinary skill of forming a first layer unitarily with a plurality of hollow cells that 
extend outwardly from the first layer and are each coupled together in flow 
communication, as in instant claim 1 . To any extent that "integrally" in claim 24 is to be 
interpreted differently than "unitarily" in claim 1 , it is also the examiner's position that the 
Pekar reference provides the suggestion to one of ordinary skill in the art of forming a 
flexible base such that a plurality of hollow cells formed integrally with the base extend 
outwardly from the base and are coupled together in flow communication. 

With regard to claim 12, Applicant argues that in contrast to the present 
invention, Pekar describes a cellular cushion wherein the conduits between adjacent 
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cushion cells are sized with a predetermined diameter that controls the fluid flow rate 
between the cells of the cushion. But to the examiner, the sizing of the conduits of 
Pekar constitute a plurality of fluid control devices, as required by claim 12.
